Jail Birds Make a Desperate At'empt to 
Set Themselves Free. 

A Baffalo dispatch says: Fred Wil- 
hams and William O'Dell, 27 and 28 
years old resvectively, eerving five year 
terms in the Erie county penitentiary 
for burglary, recently made a bold at- 
tempt to escape, aud had their plane enc- 
ceeded a number of other prisoners would 
have been freed at the sametime. Both 
men were employed in the overall factory, 
which ig in a corner of the prison yard. 
Williams, who isa fellow of more than 
ordinary intelligenge, was employed as 
Instructor, teaching the new prisonera 
how to operate the machines. O’Dail 
sorted and prepared the stuff for ship- 
ment. Keeper John Hannan walked 
down the aisle of the workshop and 
(Dell approached him. He had a gar- 
ment in his hand, aod Hannan thought 
he had come to call his attention to some 
fault in the work. They met in a cor- 
ner of tha workshop, removed from the 
half-dozen other prisoners. O’Dell 
dropped the xarment and threw his arms 
around Harnan, pinning his arma to his 
sides. Keeper Clark Crosby saw this 
move and ran towards the men. Bafore 
be reached the place prisoner Williams 
hud enatched Keeper Hannan’s revolver 
ana covered Crosby He commanded 
him to throw up his hands. Crosby did 
ec. Williams took his revolver and 
pas ed it to O’Dall, and each convict eov- 
ering his keeper witha revolver, march.d 
their prisoners to the door of the work- 
shop. In the meantime, Keeper Burdick 
came in from the packing shop. Hesaw 
the simation, but before he conld act, 
one ofthe revolvers was turned on him, 
and he was forced to stand with his 
hands above his head, while the convicts 
moved out of the shop. each with a 
revolver ayainst the backbone of a 
keeper. A+ soon as they had passed ont 
the door, Kseper Burdick gave the alarm 
whech summoned all the keepers and 
ctardstotheshop, Realizing that they 
wou d be pur-ned et once, the convicte 
abandoned their orisozera and ran to- 
wards the Lig penitentiary gate. A wag- 
zou joad of eupplies had jast left the 
grounds, and the convicte sprinted forthe 
gates to escape before the keeper should 
have closed it, Storekeeper Gua Dar. 
si¢in saw them coming with the shining 
reyo.yers in their hands. He closed the 
yates, enepped the biy padlock upon them 
and started toward the prison ocftice. 
“Sicp, or weil shoot,” yelled the con- 
victe, but Darstein only increased his 
speed, and both convicts fired at about 
the same moment. The bullets str ck 
ayaingt the prison wall, one in front and 
one just behind Darnstein. Half a dozen 
kecpers ran out of the jail office to the 
street, armed with rifles, prepared to 
ineet the convicts if they should get 
through the gate.

TELEPHONE EAR. 
—_——sse 
How It Is Produced and Ways in Which It 
May be Avoided. 

Have you the telephone ear? 

If you use the telephone three or more 
times a day the probabilities are you 
have it, though it may not have occurred 
to you. But if you be Past 30 years of 
age you have already noticed a 
difference between the right and the left 
ear in acuteness of the sense of hearing. 
There is little doubt, now that your at- 
tention is called to it, that you remem- 
ber your left earis 4 trifle keener in 
matters Of hearing than is your right, 
Not when you are listening over the 
wire, but when in an ordinary conversa. 
tion, with the noises of the ctreet about 
you or the hum of business in office or 
shop, or the Luzz of talk in the a i 
you will bend forward a 
cline the left ear to the speech of your 
friend. You have the telephone ear, and 
haven't najiced it. 

What is the cause of it? The telephone 
Arranged as it is, with the reveiver ar 
the left band, you cannot well use it ex- 
cepting at the left ear. You press the 
black muzzle of the receiver close to the 
ear, the speech of yourcorrespondent azi- 
tates the diaphragm at his end of the 
line and the waves of air gently strike 
upon the drum of your ear, and what 
one of the aurists of Chicago calls mas- 
sage takes place. Your ear is subjected 
of the same kneading process that is so 
beneficial when wisely applied to the 
flesh or muscles of any other part of 
the body, And the etfect of it is an in- 
crease in the sense of hearing in that ear. 

At the telephone exchange the girls 
are instructed tochange the receiver from 
one ear to the other three or four times 
aday. If one ear were used exclusively 
by the operator, in time there would be 
so distinct a difference in the acuteness 
of the hearing between the left and right 
sides that the operator would be practi- 
cally incapacitated for achance. There 
would be an abnormal development at 
one side at the expense of the other. 

“T do not think the eleetrical effect is 
felt,’ said Dr. Edward T. Dickerson, 
whose specialty is diseases of the cur,
